At  the  same  time,  owing 

to  the  difficulty  of  selecting  sites  v/itheut  fxrst  knowing 

if  a wacer  rvpo.ly  var  .../'ai  .b  ule  , and  auprec loaning  how 

unreliable  mopt  ,ve;;.;L:  ia  district  are,  the  CoanoiL 

decided  that  the  brnirj.ng  of  nh^^se  cottages  should  be  poo.-pened 

until  a piped  ’.vauei  supply  was  available  thi-ougnout  the  dist.r;-cn, 
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The  Ministry  of  Health  allocated  four  of  the  new 
Agricultural  ^/orker • c pottages  to  this  district.  In  co-operation 
wrth  the  War  Agricultural  C oimnitt e e , a site  was  selected  for  two 
cottages  near  l-j^j  House,  Hroadwoodwidgtr.  This  v/as  a second 
choice  as  the  Militcau’ . thorities  refused  to  release  the  criginra 
site.  A site  near  Bi-a^acott,  Horth  Potheiavin,  was  selected  for 
K^wCond  po-ij.  • again,  this  v/a,s  a second  choice  as  the  origona,! 
v-ite  did  not  comom  to  the  County  Planning  reruirements.  Wells 
on  both  sites  have  been  sunk  and  the  building  of  the  cottages  is 
in  progress. 

These  cottages  are  of  a much  better  design  than  the  old 

uype  of  Council  house.  They  are  built  with  bricks  and  roofed  with 

Delabole  slates,  the  external  walls  having  a white  rough-cast 
finish,
